The cost for the proposed 
project has also been reduced. 
The first plan considered by the 
council was projected to cost 
about $1.6 million dollars. 

The plan adopted by the city 
officials last Tuesday is 
estimated at $378,000 and in- 
cluded adding an aeration system 
to the lagoons to help speed up th 
bacteria growth and the algae 
growth that helps to filter out the 
nutrients in the sewage. 

The effluent is then sprayed 
and irrigated onto land surroun- 
ding the runways. 

The city looked at three dif 
ferent plans before deciding this 
plan would be the most cost ef- 
fective. 

If the project is funded, Dionne 
said the Federal Government 
Construction Grants Program 
would provide about 55% of the 
project cost. An additional 35 
percent would come from the 
Farmers Home Administration 
while the city will be selling 
revenue bonds for 10 percent of 
the project cost. 

In Guyer's letter to the city, 
the DNR director wrote “Recent 
Congressional action has resulted 
in the appropriation of Fiscal 
Year 1988 funds for the Con- 
struction Grants Program. With 
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The alternative plan of the East Jordan sewage treatment expansion 
shows where the new areation sites will be located on the airport 
property. The project will see the current lagoons deepened to hold the 
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additional sewage the city will be treating in the future if the project 
gets the grants from the state and federal programs involved. 


City joins suit against one of city’s insurance carriers 


Boyne City will be enjoining 
Home Insurance Group in a suit 
against another insurer the city 
uses that did not participate in a 
lawsuit that was settled out of 
federal court last summer. 

The case, involving the city 
police department which tried to 
help a citizen who had fallen into 
the river, was settled by the in- 
surance company for $50,000. 
The Insurance company paid 
$35,000 while the city paid the 
remaining $15,000. 

The city and the insurance 
company is now trying to sue the 
United National Insurance 
Company which carries the in- 
surance for actions by the police 


department. 

That company refused to par- 
ticipate in the suit, saying that it 
was a medical situation and 
therefore not covered by the 
company. 

The city and the Home In- 
surance Group have said the UNI 
should be included in the suit 
because the police department 
responded to the call. 

The suit was filed on behalf of 
the estate of Mrs. Sally Rostar, 
who was found and helped out of 
the river in March of 1983. She 
was taken to her apartment over 
the then Michigan National Bank, 
and the police were called. 

The police department came 


and asked if water could be run 
in‘the tub to warm up the woman 
as she refused to take a trip to 
the hospital at that time. 

She was given a warm bath, 
fully clothed, and put into bed by 
the police officer. Her daughter 
was called home from school and 
her boyfriend was also called. 

According to city attorney 
William McTaggart, the woman 
apparently expired in bed as 
when the ambulance was called 
the next morning she was listed 
as dead on arrival at the hospital. 

An autopsy determined that 
she had received a blow to her 
head some days prior to being 
pulled out of the river. 


Because of the autopsy, a suit 
was filed in the Federal Court of 
Grand Rapids saying the police 
officer should have known about 
the previous condition and should 
have forced the woman to go to 
the hospital even though she had 
refused when asked. 

Since the police department 
responded to the call, both the 
city and the Home Insurance 
Group thought the other in- 
surance carrier should be in- 
volved. 

When they refused, the city’s 
insurance carrier along with the 
city continued to fight the suit. 
When it was settled out of court

Three variences granted by Appeals board 


Meeting for the first time this 
year, the Boyne City Zoning 
Board of Appeals considered and 
gave their okay to three 
requests, one of which will 
change the skyline of the down- 
town area when completed.

The request was made by 
developer Ron Makino, who is 
doing the changes in the former 
Granary building. He has formed 
a partnership with William 


Forehan, the owner of the 
theater to use a portion of the 
building to be remodeled into ad- 
ditional condominiums. 

Makino told the zoning board 
of appeals he will be presenting 
formal site plans to the planning 


 poard at the February meeting 


but wanted the okay from the 
ZBA so that the project will end 


up looking good for the com- 
munity and eliminate the top of 
one of the tallest structures in 
town. 

Makino is proposing a three 
phase development project of 
which the Granary remodeling 
would be the first phase, the 
tearing down of the rear portion 
of the theater and the rebuilding 


of condominium units on the site 
and the adjacent. parking lot, the 
second phase. The third and last 
phase would be the developing of 
a new theater/conference center 
on the remaining land that fronts 

Lake Street. 
Makino gave no time period 
for the project saying only that

The candidates for the 
Presidency have been off and 
running for some time now, a 
whole bunch of them, and hard 
too. But for many of them, .the 
endless speeching and smiling 
and handshaking and being nice 
to people they wouldn’t even 
consider being in the same room 
with under other circumstances, 
the best they can manage is to 
stay in place. Why? Because they 
have an image problem. Either 
they have a weak image, or wor- 
se, no image at all. But they can 
fix this before November if they 
pay attention, notice what really 
concerns the voters today. And 
then whip up an image accor- 
dingly. 

Certainly the nation's debt. 
situation, its trade deficit and its 
foreign policy, matters the cam- 
paigners are focusing on, are 
among voters’ concerns. But they 
don't rank nearly as high as 
another national problem - stress. 

Seminars and adult education 
classes are continually being 
taught all over the country on 
how to manage stress, And ad- 
vertisements trumpet products 
to relieve it. 

A four-page advertising 
spread in a recent edition of “In- 
sight,” a news magazine, attests 
to that fact. Of the 16 products 
advertised, all of them having to 
do with improving the quality of 
life in one way or another, seven 
of them have to do with relieving 
the conflicts sort of stress, or 
“nerve-wracking” in the ad harks 
back to the days when stress was 
called “nerves.” Maybe the new 
Name came about because 
psychologists felt that it sounded 
more dignified or clinical. Stress 
does sound less neurotic than 
nerves come to think of it. 

Anyway, some of the ideas for 
stress-reducing products aren't 


requirements for cer-

new either. For example, some 
years ago, psychologists recom- 
mended for the relief of tension - 
another former name for stress - 
that people picture in their minds 
the most peaceful scene they've 
ever known. And then concen- 
trate on it for 20 minutes. A 
grand idea but it's hard to do. 
And now you don't have to. A 45- 
minute video can be slipped into 
a VCR and does it, or something 
like it, for you. It takes you 
through scenes of untouched 
beauty in the Pacific Northwest. 
No words accompany the pic- 
tures, only an original musical 
score that plays to the scenes. 

An even older idea, 800 years 
old, has recently been imported 
to this country in the form of 
Chinese Exercise Bells. They 
“induce well-being of the body as 
well as the spirit." Arthritis suf- 
ferers claim the bells help relieve 
pain when used as recommended. 
You roll the faintly chiming bells 
around in the palm of your hand. 

Where Presidential hopefuls in 
search of a strong image fit into 
this stress-conscious picture is 
that if voters are willing to buy 
gadgets to relieve stress, they 
probably also want a Presidential 
candidate, and a President, that 
appears to do the same. So weak 
or no-image candidates just need 
to present themselves as per- 
sonifications of stress-relievers. 


A father image sounds too 
authoritarian for a society of in- 
dependent voters. But a daddy 
image might seem soothing to 
stress-filled ‘80's voters - a 
benevolent daddy image, as in 
the words some little kids say af- 
ter they've broken something: 
“Daddy can fix it.” Then whoever 
projects the best daddy image, 
would get the most votes - and 
win for his efforts the most 
stressful job in the nation.
